AGED WOMAN DIES; 
POISONIN MEDICINE 
PROVES A MYSTERY

‘Mrs. Leah Hewitt Succumbs 


{0 Pneumonia, but Strych- 
-Dine Is Found by Chemist.

WHO PUT IT IN? IS ASKED 


Wife Had Filed Separate Mainte 
nance Suit Against Husband, 
Who Is Worth $250,000. 


DAUGHTER HER CLOSE COMPANION 


Mrs. Leah Hewitt, 80 years old, died sud- 
denly at the Ravenswood hospita! on Vec. v4. 
A secret investigation conducted by Coroner 
Hoffman for three weeks has resulted in 
the knowledge that pneumonia caused death. 

This fact makes all the more remarkable 


the finding of enough strychnine to kill 
twenty persons tn the bottle containing med- 
icine, part of which she had taken. There 
was more poison in a half a pot of soup of 
which she had eaten. 

Three days before her death Mrs. Hewitt 
caused a sult of separate maintenance to be 
filed against her husband, John Henry Hew- 
itt, himeelf an octogenarian, residing at 
1886 Lunt avenue, the family home. He is 
said to be worth $250,000, and his eccentric 
figure is familiar to older residents of Rogers 


Park. The aged couple quarreled frequently 
a few months before death intervened. They 
had been separated two weeks when the wife 
died. 


Husband Bought Medicine. 

Hewitt purchased the medicine in which the 
strychnine crystals were found by the aity 
chemist. Mra. Jessie M. Wynne, a daughter, 
was her mother’s closest companion in the 
last months. She made and served the soup 
from which an analyst extracted sufficient 
quantities of the drug to cause death. 

It was Mrs. Wynne who took from her fa- 
ther the bottle of medicine. The father will 
Bwear tomorrow at the inquest in the cor- 
oner’s office that the bottle was sealed when 
he handed it over. The doctor who prescribed 
and the druggist who compounded the pre- 
scription assert there was no strychnine 
whatever in the medicine. 

But when its contents were put through a 
test in the municipal laboratory 6.61 grains of 
poison were found. Mrs. Wynne informed 
the coroner she gave her mother three tea- 
spoonfuls of this medicine. EXperts assert 
if the poison wage in the medicine when it was 
administered Mrs. Hewitt would have died 
within three hours. She died a month later. 
They do not doubt Mra. Wynne gave her 
mother the medicine. 

“The poison~must have been put in the 
soup and the medicine afterward,” explained 
Coroner Hoffman. “ Who did it? That's 
the mystery we have to solve. Why was it 
done? That’s another vital question.” 

Hewitt says he never saw the bottle after 
he gave i[t to his daughter. 


Son-in-Law Tells Story. 

‘‘T am the one who started this investiga- 
tion.” said Charles Oakley, 915 Lafayette 
parkway, son-in-law of the dead’ woman. “I 
informed the coroner that strychnine had 
been found in the food and medicine. I be- 
lieve it was placed there after Mrs. Hewitt 
died. It probably was intended for my fa- 
ther-in-law. He has only two daughters, 
my wife and Mrs. Wynne.”’ 

The poison was discovered by Mra Wynne 
in the latter part of November when her 
mother had been ill for a short time. Sh- 
had tasted the soup and:-found it bitter. She 
then petitioned the County court to adjudge 
her father insane. He was taken to the 
detention hospital, where after five days of 
observation physicians declared him of 
sound mind and County Judge Owens dis- 
missed the case. 


Hewitt Tells His Story. 

Surrounded by unwashed pans and dishes 
in the unheated kitchen of his bare home- 
stead on Lunt avenue, Hewitt asserted last 
night Mrs. Wynne must have put the strych- 
nine in the medicine and soup: He declared 
she did it so she could have him put out of 
the way and his fortune removed from his 
control. 

He said he was attacked a few weeks 
ago by a friend of a relative. He was 


|) beaten so badly he was forced to go toa hos- 
pital. He asserted Mrs. Wynne always had 


sided with her mother and was much to 
blame for their separation. 

Acoording to the report of the cordner’s in- 
vestigators Mrs. Hewitt became sick one 
evening after eating hamburger steak which 
her husband had purchased. She com- 
plained of being distressed, but said-she 
felt no pain, 

“I tried to get four different doctors, but 
they were out of their offices,” Hewitt told 
reporters last night as they stapd in the 
cold kitchen. Hewitt was in house dress and 
did not seem to notice the cold. 


Says Doctor Prescribed. 

“T'd build a fire, but it’s no use for such 
a short time,”’ he half apologized. “I just 
got here and I’m going to bed in a min- 
ute. Mrs. Wynne came/over after awhile 
and Dr. Israel H. Chilcolt came. He didn’t 
say what the matter was. He didn’t talk 
to my wife in my presence. After a little 
talk he gave me a prescription which I took 
to the drug store at Clark street and Laint 


avenue. I brought it back and gave it to 
Mra. Wynne. I haven't seen that bottle 
since. 


“The next day Mrs. Wynne made some 
beef broth for my wife. I know she took 
some of it to Mrs. Allen, a neighbor. She 
told her it was bitter and thought it was pol- 
soned. She urged Mrs. Allen to tasteit. Mrs. 
Allen asked her if she thought she wae crazy 
and declined. My lawyer told me today they

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SOLVE RIDDLE OF 
SUITCASE MURDER 


Police Capt. Healy and Sergt. 
Hamilton Identify Vietim 
and Arrest Suspect. 


FIND REMAINDER OF BODY 


Capt. Stephen K. Healy and Sergeant Pat- 
rick Hamilton of the West Chicago avenue 
police station yesterday cleared up the mys- 
terious ‘‘ leg-in-the-euit-case ” nrurder. Their 
work was of a kind calculated permanenily 
to discourage murders in the district in which 
they are located. 

The victim of the murder proved to be Ali 
Abéul, a Turk. The police have arrested 
Hassan Sina, his partner in a coffee house, 
who admits helping cut up the body. 

The crime was one of the most atrocious 
that has attracted the attention of the de- 
partment in years. The only clews the two 
policemen had to work on were @ new suit 
case and a human leg. In forty-eight hours 
they succeeded in éstablishing positively 
the identity of the murdered man and in ar- 
resting another man who, all thdr evidence 
indicates, did the killing. Thies man may 
have had accomplices. If he did, Healy and 
Hamilton hope to apprehend them in a few 
days. 

Finds Leg in Rubbish Heap. 

At 8:30 o’clock on Saturday afternoon C. 
A. Martin, a contractor, found a new sult- 
case on a rubbdish heap in the rear of 409 
North Halsted street. He opened it and 
discovered that it contained a human leg. 

Capt. Healy was notified. He directed 
Hamilton to help him investigate. An ex- 
amination of the case and its contents did not 
prove illuminating. The policemen convinced 
themselves the leg wasthatofaman. The 
ekin was dark; there is a Turkish colony in 
the neighborhood of the place where the suit 
case was found. Therefore the policemen 
concluded the victim wasa Turk and that the 
murder had been committed in the immediate 
neighborhood. ‘The suit case was new. It 
had only one mark: “AEXX.” 


Start on Suitcase Trail. 


and went out on a fishing expedition along 
North Halsted street. They found two or 
three small dealers who informed them that 
in all probability the case had been manu- 
factured by John Pollus of 65 North May 
street. They took the case to Pollus. He 
examined it until he found the mark. Then 
he pronounced [t of his manufacture. 

“That is my secret price mark,” he said, 
pointing out the “ AEXX.” 

Pollus said he had about 200 customers in 
various parts of Chicago. Capt. Healy got 
from him a list of his customers in the neigh- 
borhood where the case had been found. 
Then he had Hamilton set out to visit them 
all. Late in the afternoon they found the 
man they were looking for. He was L. I. 
Hirsch, a storekeeper at 512 Milwaukee ave- 
nue. Hirsch remiembered having sold the 
identical case the police were carrying. He 
described the man who had bought it. 


Arrest Coffee House Turks. 

Meanwhile Healy had ordered a wholesale 
cleanup of the Turkish coffeehouses along 
North Halsted street. Nearly 100 persons 
were taken into cuetody. Hirsch was brought 
to the police station. There he picked a 
Turk named Hassan Sina out of more than 
fifty other Turks as the man to whom he had 
sold the suit case. 

Sina was questioned. He denied everything. 
He explained he conductéd a coffeehouse on 
the second floor at 466 North Halsted street 
in partnership with three other men. One of 
the partners, Ishmael Mahmud, also had 
been taken into custody. Sina was taken back 
to a cell and Mahmud was sent for. 

Mahmud admitted Sina was his partner 
and then went on to say the third member of 
the firm, All Abdul, was missing. He had 
left erecta. -riqis about Jan. 6 and had not 
been seen since. One hundred and fifty dol- 
lars of the partnership money had gone with 
him. Mahmud supposed he had absconded. 

Questioned further, Mahmud said Abdul 
and Sina had been partners in the saloon 
businees in St. Louis and had come to Chi- 


cago after a quarrel in which pistols were

used, an@ as a result of which they had prac- 
tically been driven out of the Missouri city. 
Bince the partnership in Chicago was formed, 
he said, Abdul and Sina had quarreled fre- 
quently. 

Mahmud then was questioned as to the de- 
tails of Abdul's departure. He said on the 
night of Monday, Jam. 6, he and Sina and 
Abdul had remained in the restaurant until 
1:30. Sina then had told him to go to bed. 
He left. That was the last he saw of Abdul. 

The police went to the restaurant. They 
found back of a partition which separated 
the eating room of the restaurant from the 
kitchen two chairs with a comforter spread 
over them. There were spots of blood on the 
comforter and on the floor. There was a 
blood stained hammer on a shelf nearby. 


Sina Grows Sullen. 

The policemen went back and questioned 
Mahmud again. He said before he left Abdul 
and Sina together, Abdul had sent for a com- 
forter and said he intended to sleep on the 
chairs. Sina wes sent for. He insisted he 
had gone from the coffee houge at 2 a. m, 
leaving Abdul asleep on the chairs. He said 
he went to his room at 208 North Halsted 
street. When he returned in the morning, he 
gaid Abdul was gone with the money in the 
cash register. He was asked to explain the 
blood staing and immediately relapsed into 
sullen silence. 

A thorough search of the building In which 
the restaurant was located was begun. Ina 
room on the floor above the restaurant some 
crimson rags and a meat saw werefound. In 
the basement wag discovered parts of a 
human body. 

George Dimitre, a helper around the 
kitchen, was questioned. He said on Thurs- 
day he had seen Sina come into the restau- 
rant with a new stite@se and a meat saw 
wrapped up in a piece of paper. 


Sina Tells of Crime. 

Sina was fut in the inquisition chair again. 
This time he began to refhember things. 
He said Abdul had been-murdered while 
he slept on Tuesday morning by Iaup Husen 
and Chimil Uner. They then had carried 
the body to the third floor, where they kept 
it in a room until Saturday. Meantime he 
had brought in the suitcase and the saw. 

Saturday night the body was placed ontop 
of a square piano and hacked into pieces 
with the saw and a cleaver. The head was 
burned in the stove in the ooffee house 
kitchen. The arms and ribs were hidden in 
the basernent. One of the legs was incin- 
erated and the other was placed in the case 
and carried to the place where it was found. 

The policemen went to Sina’s room at 208 
North Halsted street. They found six stained 
butcher knives there. Then they questioned 
the owner of a clothing store at 464 North 
Halsted street. This man sald on Thursday 
Sina tried to induce him to loan the key to a 
vacant floor in a building next door to his 
place and that he had refused to dogo. That 
ended the inquiry so far as Sina isconcerned. 


JACK JOHNSON SKIPS HIS BOND?

SELLS BIG TOWER 
Montgomery Ward Disposes of 


Famous Building to State 
Street Syndicate. 


PRICE PUT AT $1,300,000. 


A. Montgomery Werd’s long service as 
‘watchdog of the lake front ’’ ended yester- 
day with the sale to a syndicate of State 
street merchants of the familiar tower build- 
ing at the corner of Madison street and 
The butiding was 
owned by Montgomery Ward & Co., and was 
the last unsold piece of the lake front prop- 
erty in the hands of Mr. Ward or the com- 
pany. The price paid was $1,300,000. 

Mr. Ward is now out ofthecity. William 
C. Thorne, vice president of the company, 
said the founder of the big mai! order house 
does not yet know of the tranefer. 

“It was company property, not the proper- 
ty of Mr. Ward individually,” said Mr. 
Thorne. “ The sale should hardly be a sur- 
prise so far as it marks the passing of Mr. 
Ward as the ‘ lake front watchdog,’ for he is 
in advancing years and is withdrawing from 
active affairs rapidly.” 


~ Recall Museum Fight. 

But befor@ he quit Mr. Ward had thesatis- 
faction of preventing the erection of the Fien 
museum in Grant park and the opposition 
that rose at that time quieted suddenly when 
It forced the museum trustees and the south 
park commission into the bigger and. better 
program from the made land addition which 
will place the museum eventually in the new 
park off the foot of Twelfth street. 

The building has long been one of the most 
conepicuous structures in the loop district, 
Partly by reason of its location on the boule- 
vard, more because of the twenty-one story 
tower, surmounted by the bronze Diana.

In the 
first of these Harry C. Levinson, the attor- 
ney, took title from Mr. Ward to the prem- 
ises 12-22 North Michigan avenve for $1,296,- 
000. The property which adjoins the tower 
pbuilding on the north fronts 144 feet witha 
depth of 162 feet and is improved with an 
eight story and basement building. 

In September a syndicate headed by Jarvis 
Hunt purchased from Ward & Co. the south- 
west corner of Michigan avenue and Wash- 
ington ptreet for $1,100,000. The lot is Six 
162% feet. The corner lot is under lease to the 
city and ocoupied by a fire engine house 
under a lease subject to cancellation. Six 
story brick buildings occupy the rest of the 
Washington street front. The sale was at the 
rate of $12,097 a front foot and §74.30 a square 


foot. 
Many Sought Property. 

Since Montgomery Ward & Co. decided on 
their pregent location on the north side, the 
Michigan avenue property has been an object 
of great interest in real estate circles, and 
many deals have been undertaken looking 
to its acquirement. 

Tts location, with its frontage on Grant 
park and its large size, making it susceptible 
of improvement to excellent advantage, made 
it especially attractive.

Stewart said he went to Chicago on Dec. 17 
to gain information as to the manner in 
which William Winkfield, a negro formerly 
employed by the Standard Oil company, and 
others obtained and sold to Hearst the John 
D. Archbold correspondence. 


“Kidnaped by Thugs.” 

“ My first visit to Chicago was in response 
to a letter from Senator Foraker about Nov. 
25.” sala Stewart. “I haven't that letter, as 
that letter was stolen from mein the editorial © 
rooms of the Chicago Examiner at about 
half past 8 in the morning, after they had 
had some thugs and gangsters kidnap me— 
but I will get fo that later. I haven't that 
fetter, but that letter is pubished in the 
American Jan. 11. They kept the copy there, 
and they had it photographed.”’ 

CHAIRMAN CLAPP—There purports to be 
published here a letter under date of Deo. 9, 
1012, addressed to you. 

THE WITNESS—Yes. That was also 
taken.at the same time, that morning, out 
of my pocket by those thugs and gangsters 
in the editorial rooms of the Chicago Ex- 
aminer.

“ Attorney’s House Searched.”

Hotelkeeper, Suspicious of 
Guest, Calls Policeman, Who 
Confiseates the Reward. 


TRAIL OTHER FUGITIVES. 


The easy arrest yesterday of Stephen 
Ayers, one of the three convicts who escaped 
from Joliet penitentiary in an automobile 
on Saurday, encouraged the posses of deputy 
wardens and local town marshals in their 
hope of catching the other two. Up toa 
late hour there were no new clews. 

Ayres was taken at Beecher, thirty-eight 
miles south of Chicago, on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railway, early in the morn- 
ing. He tottered into Herman von Engalb’s 
hotel at 6 o’clock and ordered breakfast. 
He wore his long coat as heate. The hotel- 
keeper’s suspicion at the overcoat, the man’s 
weariness, and the time of his arrival was 
clinched when Ayres used the long distance 
telephone to tell John Schude, a saloonkeeper 
at 2401 South State street, Chicago, to bring 
him some clothes. 


Summons Town Marshal. 

As sooh as Ayres had gone to a room Von 
Engalbd did a little work with the telephone 
and reaéhed Fred Hinze. the town marshal. 

Von Engald led the way to the room and 
Ayres admitted the pair. While the cofistabie 
held a wabbling revolver, the hotelkéeper 
examined the scar on the convikt’'s lower lip, 
the heart and clasped hands tattooed on his 
forearm, and then demanded who Ayres was. 

“Well, who do you think?” said Ayres, 
wearlly. “I'm the one, all right. Go on 
and get some more bulls, but don't you wake 
me up or there’ll be trouble,” 

Ayres retired forthwith and slept like a log 
until Deputy Wardens T. L. Matthews and 
W. R. Fletcher arrived and took him back 
to Joliet. He refused to tell where his com- 
panions were, 

Before Ayres) Was out of sight there was a 
vehement dispute between Von Ergalb and 
Hinze. The latier had improved the opportu- 
nity to get the entire $50 reward which the 
state pays for the capture of convicts. The 
hotelkeeper was wrathy. 


Saloonkeeper Tells Story. 

Schude, to whose saloon at the Grove hotel 
Ayres telephoned from Beecher, taiked 
readily at night. Heeaid his partner, George 
W. Oelker, had answered the telephone and 
refused to pay charges until “ Jackson ’ 
admitted he was Stephen Ayres. 

“TI understand Ayres asked my partner to 
gend a suit and hat and overcoat to him 4! 
Beecher, and if they missed connect.ons 
there, forward them to Crete,’’ said Schude. 
‘That's probaby where Ayres was figuring 
on going. Oelker hung up the recejver, and 
then told Patrolmen Cody and McFadden 
of Cottage Grove station where Ayres could 
be fotind. | guess the rube copper had got 
him by that time, though. 

“ We used to know Ayres. He was pinched 
only a few bocks away, and used to come 
here a good deal while he was a chaufleur. 
Oelker did right. We don't want to meddie 
in getting a convict out.”

Judge Directs Grand Jurors to 
Investigate Turning Away 
of Contagious Cases. 


BAD CONDITIONS. 


CITES 


A condition which makes it necessary for 
a poor man Stricken with a contagious dis- 
ease to plead guilty to some crime of which 
he ig innocent in order to receive medical at- 
tention and protect citizens from infection, 
will be one of the objects of investigation of 
the January grand jury. The body waseworn 
in yesterday by Judge Richard E. Burke. 

To prove such @ condition exists in Chicago, 
evidence will be submitted to the grand jury. 

One authority, officially informed and con- 
nected with the grand jury, states a case ag 
follows: 

“ A Man Was insane from a severe cage of 
contagious eryeipelas He was placed in a 
patrol wagon and taken to the county hos- 
pital. He was cenied admission because ab 
of the 150 beds in the contagious ward wére 
“lied. He was then taken to the detention 
hospital, where admission was refused on 
the ground all beds were occupied, and some 
patients had scarlet fever and others smali- 
pox. 

“He was taken to several private institue 
tions and one which is supposed to receive 
eharity cases. In all instances he was re- 
fused admittance. An attempt was made to 
instail him in the hospital at the bridewell, 
but that institution Jisclaimed any responsi- 
biltty for the man. 

“On the advice of his brother he @nally 
signed his name to a paper in the city ball 
and was brought into a crowded courtroom, 
where he was fined $10 and In default of the 
same was sent to the house of correction, 
where he is now, at last under medical caré 
in the contagious ward at that place.” 

William A. Tilden, president of the Dear- 
born National bank, is foreman of the jury. 


MAYOR OPPOSES STATE POLICE. 


Thinks People Will Vote Down Clark 
Bill for Illinois Board to 
Rule Force. 


Mayor Harrison said yesterday he would 
refuse to “ go up in the air ” because of State 
Senator Clark's intention to present a metro- 
politan police bill before the general assem- 
bly. 

“I have been sitting here too long for 
that,” he said, “‘and I have no objection, if 
the referendum provision is retained tn the 
bill. Lam satiefied what the voters would do 
to such a plan. If, however, the people in- 
dorsed the plan of a board from the rhubarb 
districts having contro] over their police 
that would be their affair. Any mayor who 
would favor giving that control to the state 
would be a coward.” 

The mayor said he heard of the bill six 
weeks ago and intimated his belief the Unit- 
ed-Police advocated it in order to escape the 
reorganization of the force under an ordi- 
nance passed last month. He said he had not 
heard rumors that his political opponénts 
had anything to do with drafting the meas- 


ure.

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UPHOLDS CHICAGO 
BREAD ORDINANCE 


United States Supreme Court 
Gives Decision in Short 
Loaf Case. 


SEES HELP. TO PEOPLE. 


Regulation on Size Held to Be 
Legal Use of City’s Po- 
lice Power. 


‘RY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—[ Special. ]—The 
Chicago ordinance prohibiting the sale of 
short weight bread and requirihg the labeling 
of every loaf with its weight was upheld today 
by the United States Supreme court. The opin- 
‘son, which -was delivered by Associate Justice 
Day, declares that the regulation is a reason- 
able and commendable exercise of the police 
power. 

The decision was made in the case of Ma- 
thias Schmidinger, who sought to recover 
penalties for violation of the ordinance. The 
lilinois Supreme court upheld the law and 
Schmidinger appealed to the federal Supreme 
court on the basis that his constitutional 
rights had been infringed. 


Clearly Within Police Power. 

“The making and selling of bread, pa rticu- 
larly in a large city, where thousands of peo- 
ple depend upon their supply of this necessary 
of life by purchase trom bakers,”’ says the 
opinion, “is obviously one of the trades and 
callings-which may be the subject of police 
regulation.’ 

“This general proposition is conceded by 
the cqunsel for plaintiff in error, but it i» 
contended that the limitation of the right to 
sell bread which this ordinance undertakes 
tc make in fixing a standard loaf of sixteen 
ounces and other half, three-quarter, dou- 
ble, triple, quadruple, or sextuple loaves, is 
euch an unreasonable and arbitrary exercise 
of legislative power as to‘make it unconstitu- 
tional and void. This court has frequently 
affirmed that the local authorities intrusted 
with the regulation of such matters and not 
the courts are primarily the judges of the 
necessities of local situations calling for such 
legislation, and the courts may only interfere 
with laws or ordinances passed in pursuance 
of the police power where they are so arbé 
trary as to be palpably and unmistakably in 
excess of any reasonable exercise of the au- 
thority conferred. 

‘Furthermore, laws and ordinances of the 
character of the one under consideration and 
tending to prevent frauds and requiring hon- 
est. weights and measures in the sale of arti- 
cles of general consumption have long been 
considered lawful exercising of the police 
power.” 


For Benefit of People. 

The bakers complained of the inconven- 
jence of making a one pound loaf, adding 
that twenty ounces of dough would be re- 
quired. 

‘* But inconveniences of this kind,’’ says the 
opinion, *‘ do not vitiate the exercise of legis- 
lative power. The local legislature is pre- 
sumed to know what will be of the most 
benefit to the whole body of citizens. Evi- 
dently the council of the city of Chicago has 
acted with the belief that a full pound loaf, 
with the variations provided, would fur- 
nish the best standard. It has not fixed the 
price at which bread may be sold. It has 
only prescribed that the standard weight 
must be found.in the loaves of the sizes au- 
thorized. 

“ To the argument that to make exactly one 
pound loaves is extremely difficult, if not im- 
practicable, the Supreme court of Illinois has 
answered—and this construction is binding 
upon us—that the ordinance is not intended 
to limit the weight of a loaf to a pound or the 
fractional part or multiple of a pound, but 
that the ordinance was passed with a view 
only to prevent the sale of loaves of brea®’ 
which are short in weigcht.’’ 


Limit on Contract Freedom. 

The court says there is nothing so unrea- 
sonable in this as to classify the act of the 
council as a violation of the fourteench 
amendment to the constitution. 

“It is further urged,’’ said the 
“that this. ordinance intereferes with 
freedom of contract guaranteed by the four- 
teenth amendment, for it is said that there is 
a demand for loaves of bread of sizes other 
than those fixed in the ordinance, which .ie- 
mand exists among many people and also 
among contractors whose business requires 
special sizes to be made for them. This 
court has had frequent occasion to declare 
that there is no absolute freedom of con- 
tract.*”

“I went there again to see my wife. The 
woman at the door said ‘no.’. After a while 
she went upstairs and when she came down 
she told me I could see her. My wife was 
almost dead then. I asked the nurse if I 
could talk to her. She said ‘no.’ That's the 
last time I saw my wife alive.’’ 


Says He Was Beaten. 

‘Who do you think put the poison in the 
medicine?’’ he was aeked. 

‘My lawyer told me not to talk, but I'l 
tell you my side of the story. Mrs. Wynne 
did it. She tried tp put me in the insane 
asylum, but the doctors soon found out I 
wasn't crazy. Somebody attacked me when 
I was looking over some property near here. 
I think it was a friend of one of my reia- 
tives. I told a policeman tonight that I was 
going to prosecute. I won't say who the 
man is 

“When. I was hurt all the neighbors and 
relatives flocked in and wanted to send me 
to the hospital. Dr. Lowell finally persuaded 
me to gO. They hung around like a bunch 
of wolves. They are all after my money 
and it’s the only friend I have.” 

‘* They say you are worth $250,000.” 

“ Just because a man has a little money 
people think he.is a millionaire. Maybe my 
property is worth $250.000."’ 


Asked About His Will. 
“It is reported you made a will disinherit- 
ing one of ywour. children?’’ 
‘Who said I made a will? People imagine 
a lot of things. I haven't talked’ to any

relatives about what I am going to do with 
my money.’’ 

“ Are you going to outlive them and keep 
them from getting your money?’ 

‘‘ No-o, I don’t think so,”’ the old man re- 
plied a bit sadly. ‘“‘I don’t feel well and 
this hurt I got bothers me.

SEND RESULT TO CAPITAL. 


Messengers Will Offer Duplicate Re- 
turns to Congress. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 13.—Electors in 
forty-eight states met today and formally 
elected Woodrow Wilson to the presidency 
and Thomas R. Marshall to the vice presi- 
dency of the United States. Returns pre- 
pared by the electors chosen at the polls 
last November are now on their way by mail 
to Washington to the president pro tempore 
of the senate. 

Another set of these returns will be brought 
in person by. an elector chosen from each 
state. These will be canvassed Feb. 12 in 
joint session of the senate and the house, 
when Gov. Wilson will formally be pro- 
claimed president. 

In two of the states, Utah and Vermont, 
four votes each were cast for President Taft 
for president and for Nicholas Murray Butler 
for vice president, the latter having been 
named by the Republican national committee 
to succeed the late James S. Sherman on the 
Republican ticket. 


Women Figure in Voting. 

The casting of the electoral vote was 
accompanied by unique circumstances in 
several states. 

In four states women figured in the taking 
of the.ballot. In Utah, Mrs. Margaret Jane 
Wichter, one of the four electors, was se- 
lected to carry the result to Washington: 

The Washington electors’ meeeting at 
Olympia refused to choose Mre. Helen J. 
Scott of Tacoma as messenger to carry the 
seven Roosevelt votes to Washington. M. 
Alfred Haynes was elected. Mrs. Scott, 
whose name was first on the successful ballot 
in November. received but one vote today. 

Mrs. Gertrude A. Lee met with the other 
five electors of Colorado at Denver to help 
cast the vote of the state for Wilson and 
Marshal. 

By voting for himself and against Mrs. 
Eugene Brady O'Neill, the Arizona suffrage 
leader, Plector Wilfred T. Webb won for 
himself the trip to Washington to carry the 
official notice of the state’s vote for Wilson. 


Likens College to Appendix. 

Samuel Untermyer, who was chosen tem- 
porary president at the meeting im Albany of 
New York state's forty-five electors. in as- 
suming office characterized the electoral col- 
lege as “the veriform appendix of our na- 
tional elective system.”

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THE MOST TOLERANT CITY. 

Some day in Chicago there will be a 
@isposition to insist that street service 
is not adequate when in hours of no con- 
gestion of traffic there are so few cars that 
fn each there is a passenger for every strap 
as well as one for every seat. The New 
York public service commission has issued 
erders which will compel the subway man- 
@gement to operate enough trains to fur- 
nish seats for passengers at other than rush 
hours. This check will prevent the man- 
agement from decreasing operating expenseg 
at the cost of service. 

In Chicago the patience of the people in 
this regard would be admirable if it were 
in endurance of an unavoidable condition. 
Chicago companies have the equipment to 
provide excellent service. They do not 
give it because to do so would be to reduce 
profits. The city as a corporation shares 
in these profits and is indifferent. The 
people have become so accustomed to in- 
convenience and discomfort that they accept 
bad service as something provided.for by 
organic law and unescapable. 

In this regard Chicago is the most tol- 
erant city in the world. It must have a 


warm place in the affections of gentlemen ‘ 


who make their money out of street cars. 


FOR BUSINESS MEN. 

The address of the president elect before 
the Commercial club held only disappoint- 
ment for those who had expected from this 
occasion a concrete pronouncement, a pro- 
gram, an exact definition of intention as to 
trust regulation and financial legislation. 
But such expectations were not well found- 
ed. The president elect is titular head of his 
party. But he is not the party, nor yet the 
whole leadership of the party. He has con- 
gress to dea! with for results. | 

Nevertheless, his utterance was signifi- 
eant. The business and financial pnblic 
would do well to ponder his words well, for 
though -they are highly general, they are 
full of meaning. 

Nothing an American statesman conld 
say, for example, is more worth saying than 
Gov. Wilson’s grave insistence upon the 
importance of the moral or psychological 
factor in reform. “ The government,” be 
said, “cannot breed a temper in men; the 
government cannot generate thought and 


purpose, and only the temper and the' 


thonght and the purpose of business men in 
America are going to determine what the 
future: of business shall be.” 

This, at least, is sound for a democracy, 
and it was well.to give the business world of 
the United States this message: 

The hope of America is in the chang- 
ing attitude of the business men of this 
country towards the.things which they 
have to handieinthefuture. If thought 
and temper had not changed, the things 
could not have happened which have 
happened in recent months. For what 
you have witnessed within the last two 
months is not merely a political change; 
it is a change in the attitude and judg- 
ment of the American people. One of 
the reasons why there were not two 
parties contending for the supremacy 
at the recent election, one reason why 
the field of choice was varied and multi- 
plied, was that the old lines are break- 
ing up where they are oldest, and that 
men are no ionger to be catalogued. 

- « + America has come upon a new 

period of new thinking, and she is going 

to think fer way out to a triumphant — 
solution her difficulties. 
createst obstacle to the wisely con- 
gervatire but thorough and just readjust- 
ments required by the economic progress 
and broadening social ideals of the American 
people is the traditiona! attitude of our indi- 
vidualism, the assumption that business is 
an individual, a private matter. 

Happily, this attitude is in some degree 
ehanging and giving place to that of the 
eitizen. The responsibility of the individua) 
in all his activities to his neighbor, to the 
common welfare, is being disclosed more and 
more clearly. 

But this is as yet very far from being 
sufficiently general, and the consciousness of 
the powerful men and interests whicu stil! 
hold out against the n.w morals gave to the 
president elect’s remarks an undertone of 
warning which it would be well for these 
men to heed. 

Unfortunately, the morale of these mas- 
‘terful men affects that of the whole busines: 
world, and candor compels the confession 
that the conciliatory spirit of the distin. 
guished speaker Saturday night was not 
unanimously refiected in his audience. His 
frank reminder that he pretends to no “ in- 
timate knowledge of business’ seemed by 
many to be taken as a confession of incom- 
petency to deal with our great business 
‘problems. 

Such a conclusion is preposterous and ip- 
dicatea the persisteuce of the individualisti- 
_ theory of American business. The judge on 
the bench is not a business man, but he is 
required to pass upon many questions of 
“business as they become involved in the de- 
Claredilaw. The legislator may not be a busi- 
mess man, but he is called upon to declare

the duties of the chief executive and head 
of a great party to consider these relations 
and these effects, not as a business man for 


man, and a citizen for the sake of the com- 
mon good. 

The fact that many American business 
*men claim still this exclusive right to com- 
plete control of their activities, and refuse 
to recognize the general interests involved, 
clinging to the laissez faire attitude of a by- 


progress, measures the distance we have to 
travel before we reach a real national solu- 
tion of the great problem of business. 


CHICAGO’S SANITATION IN DANGER. 

For the failure to obtain from the secre- 
tary of war permission to divert 10,000 
cubic feet of water per second through the 
drainage canal, the people of Chicago dave 
to thank only the president of the sanitary 
board, Thomas M. Smyth. $ 

In spite of the greed of the United States 
Steel corporation and the fantastic fears of 
the Michigan fruit growers, and the desires 
of the Niagara water power companies, it 
had been made plain, first, that the reasun- 
able demand of 10,000 cubic feet of water 
per second through the drainage canal would 
not affect lake jevels; and, second, that the 
United States government had practically 
admitted Ohicago’s right to this diversion, 
because it had stood by without protest and 
permitted the investment of over $50,000,000 
for this purpose. 

At the time of its construction the drain- 
age canal furnished the only known means 
of disposing of the sewage of Chicago. 
Even with the present knowledge of purifi- 
cation it would be impossible entirely to 
abandon the canal. | 

Five years ago it wae practically agreed 
between the sanitary district and the war 
department that the sanitary needs of Ohi- 
cago for all time should be taken care of by 
the combined use of purification equipment 
and a fiow of 10,000 cubic feet of lake water 
per second through the canal. 

In violation of this understanding the de- 
velopment of purification works was ab- 
ruptly stopped by President Smyth and 
his colleagues, and the following policy was 
enunciated as governing the future conduct 
of the board: 


I am of the opinion that the presump- 
tien that our water supply is to be lim- 
ited to 10,000 cubic feet per second is 
gratuitous and mischievous, and should 
not be voiced by the officials of this dis- 
trict. I believe we should have the 
volume reqgsite to our needs as they 
appear and are justified. 

Secretary Stimson commented as follows 
upon this policy: 

It is, therefore, quite conceivable 
that compliance with their sanitary 
needs, according to this method of sani- 
tation, may eventually materially 
change this great natural water course 
now existing through the lakes. 
Naturally, the nation could not commit 

itself to a principle which put the entire 
water supply of Lake Michigan into the 
control of one city.

SLEW FOOTED OR PIGEON TOED. 


R. WEBSTER seems never to 
have heard of it, but “slew 
footed” is a common term for 
those who walk with the toes 
turned out. For some feason 
| those who walk with the toes turned in 
‘are called pigeon toed. Notice people 
| walking the streets and you will find that 
a large percentage of them walk with 
their toes pointed out or in. 

Every person unconsciously finds his 
own method of walking. You can be cer- 
tain that, however foolish it may seem 
for any man to go down the street walk- 
ing “slew footed,” it is really the best 
way for that man to walk, For him to 
try to turn in his toes would mean speedy 
tire. On that basis, slew footedness, his 
bones are shaped and set, his tendons are 
placed, and his muscles developed. To 
walk according to one’s bony parts is wis- 
dom. 

If you will inquire more closely, you 
will find that athletes are never slew 
footed. A slew footed runner or a slew 
footed jumper would be a seven days’ 
wonder. 


~— 

The meaning of this is that, while 
walking slew footed is the most efficient 
way for a slew footed mah to walk, slew 
footed people never walk, run, or jump 
at high efficiency. Their best is always 
below the other fellow 4 best; also their 
average is below the other fellow’s aver- 
age. Observation will convince you that 
the ordinary slew footed man cannot 
walk as much without tiring excessively 
as cau the average man, 

I have sometimes thought a military 
training made for slew footedness. The 
soldier is required to keep his heels to- 
gether. As his shoulders are broad, this 
makes his base much narrower than the 
shoulder zone five feet above the ground. 
No animal ever stood that way naturally 
since the upward climb from the stone 
age began. 

—~- 

The natural way to stand is with the 

heels separated several inches, and there- 


by the base line broadened. But the 
army men, having decided on “heels to- 
gether,’ the base line must be broadened 
somehow, so out go the toes. Gradually 
the mechanism of the feet and legs come 
to adjust themselves to the basis of “ toes 
out.” This, however, is not of much con- 
sequence. 

Usually military life 
them young enough to change we 
mechanism greatly—at least not army 
life.

If it is a primary anemia, for instance 
a pernicious anemia, arsenic is of more service 
than iron.

ROM London I hear that the petitions 

presented to the committee for privi- 

leges of the house of lords last year 

by two claimants to the ancient barony 

of Straboglie, which fell intoabeyance 

some centuries ago by the fallure of the miaie 

line of the Strangways, have been rejecied, 

neither of them having the remotest cuance 
of success 

The investigation made by the committee 

for privileges and by the great oflicers of 

the crown has led to the discovery that the 

undoubted heir to the peerage in question 

is an engine driver on the North Lastern 


_yalilroad, who has expressed himeelf to the 


effect that a barony and the title of lord 
would be of no earthly uge to him, and that 
he would gladly forego both for a sum of 
anywhere from $5,000 to_ $25,000. 

Unfortunately for the two claimants, who 
are rich men, rights to peerages cannot be 
surrendered, waived, or soid. Otherwise they 
could make a deal with the engine driver, 
who has volunteered the opinion that the 
house of iords is ‘a most superfiuous and 
useless insiliuilon that should be abolished.’ 

—-~ 

Usually proving one's rights to a peerage 
that has been in abeyance is an extremely 
expensive operation, running up in some 
cases to 48 much as $100,wy, But the engine 
driver's rights have been proved without a 
cent of outlay on his part. The evidence 
of the exis.ence of his rights is the result 
of the unwining testimony of the claimants 
and of the tote gathered by the law 
officers of the crown and by the committee 
for privileges in examining the petitions of 
the two claimants. 

Since it is wholly within the discretion of 
the sovereign as to whether or not a peerage 
shall be called out of abeyance, and as there 
is no instance of this ever having been done 
unasked, there is noi the slightest proba- 
bilicy of the engine driver's desire to remain 
a commoner being frustrated.

The Duchesse de La Force, by presenting 
her husband with a son and heir, named 
Jacques, in Paris, has diminished the pros- 
pecis of the succession of her husband's 
younger Lrothers, officers in the army, to the 
family honors. 


The cukedom of La Force, though it will 


not be found in the current issue of the 
Almanach de Gotha, is nevertheless perfectly 
authenix, and is one of the mosi Ulustricus 
in France. 

The first duke, Jacques Nompar de Cau- 
mont, was one of the survivors of the massa- 
cre of St. Bartholomew. Covered with the 
blood of his father and of hie ekier brother, 
who had been slain by the ringleaders of the 
massacre, the then ¥ year old boy had the 
presence of mind to simulate death and re- 
mained prostrate until discovered by a thief 
who was plundering the corpses. 

This ghoul, with more kindness of heart 
than is usually possessed by people of his 
class, instead of killing the lad, managed to 
emuggie him out of the city, and the boy 
was able to reach hig uncle, Marsha! de 
Biron, in safety. 

Growing up he developed into a famous 
soldier, became one of the closest friends 
and adherents of Henry IV., and was in the 
carriage of that monarch when the latter 
was assassinated by Ravailiac in 1610. 

For his mililary services he was in turn 
advanced to the rank of marshal of France, 
and created a peer, as Duc de La Force, by 
patent dated May, 1653. He was succeeded 
by nis brother Henri, who was aiso @ dis- 
tinguished mis#ctary commander. 


— 

About the time of the American war of 
independence the descendants of the second 
Duke de La Force became extinct in the 
male line, and Louis XA V1. thereupon author- 
ized the assumption of the title by che chief 
of one of the junior branciies of the family, 
descended from a ceriain Bertrand Nompar 
de Caumont 

This Duc de La Force emigrated with the 
royal princes at the outset of the revolu:ion 
in 1; ¥2, but returned to France soon after tne 
establishment of the empire, entered the 
army, took an active part in the various 
campaigns, figured in the invasion of Russia 
and in the terrible retreat from Moscow, at- 
tained the rank of general, and became @ 
member of the legislative assembly. 

The present duxe is married to a daughter 
of the ducal house of Noaliles, and his 
mother, Who died a year or so ago, was by 
birth a De Maille de la Tour Lancry, one 
ot dhe best known figures in Parisian society, 
an acknowledged leader of the noble Fau- 
bourg and a great friend of the late King 
Edward VIL. and Queens Alexandra,

DISEASES. 

Chicago, Jan. 12.—[{To the Friend of 
the People.]—A woman who teaches ‘n 
the public schools of Chicago was taken 
ill a few weeks ago with diphtheria. 
She lived in a boarding house filled with 
other business women. When the doc- 
tors announced to the pgtient the nature 
of her disease she demanded to be taken 
immediately to a hospital. The doctors 
told her that there was not a hospital 


her, and they -told the household that 
they must leave at*once or be quaran- 
tined for weeks. 

In a few hours the premises were left 
in the hands of the housekeeper, the 
nurse, and the patient, and those obliged 
to flee were placed at the mercy of their 
friends and neighbors. This made things 
comfortable for the three left in the home, 
but a day of reckoning had to follow. 
| Few modern houses are so built that one 
part can be isolated from the rest of the 
house. The duties of the nurse obliged 
her to expose different rooms to the con- 
tagion; consequently, before the quaran- 
tine was raised the entire house under- 
went fumigation to insure the safety and 
allay the fears of returning boarders. 

Added to the fmconvenience to the 
household, the work and expense of mak- 
Ing the house again habitable were heary, 
the expense to the patient, including 
other bills and partia] loss of salary, 
being about $500.

29, that there hare been 200 deaths 
from diphtheria during the last eight 
weeks, I wish the health department 
were compelled to publish the exact con-

COMMENDS IRISH PLAYERS. 

Evanston, UL, Jan. 10.—[ Editor of The Tribd- 
une.J—When have we in America witnessed 
such quiet, true acting as these Irish play- 
ers presemt to us? So exquisitely true is 
every movement, every glance, every tone 
of the voice, that we can readily belleve the 
characters have forgotten us and that we 
are being taken intimately Into the actual 
tragedies of lovable, simple people, such as 
we all knew, or such as we all were, back 
on the farm. 

Only the best of our young American actors 
are beginning to show signs of knowing that 
real tragedy is lived quietly. Now and then 
one sees & giimmer of sincerity. These Irish 
players are twentyfive’or fifty years ahead 
of the Amertoan stage In their depicting of 
emotion, their forgetfulness of self, their 
loyalty to art, not to their own glory; their 
allegiance to their country, not to their purse. 

We owe much, too, to the plays they have 
chosen. When will a school of American 
playwrights rise who will write with truth 
and simplicity and moral force not of the 
glitter, of Broadway and the dances of the 
“red light” districts, or of graft and in- 
trigue, for these are not the center of Amer- 
loan Mfe. as the stage would have us believe, 
but write of the higher, nobler America which 
we all know exists? 

Let these writers forget the demands of 
the public. Into what dire straits have we 
fallen when our writers, who should be the 
genius and inepiration of a nation, look out 
upon the public and ask themselves what 
will best open purses. Small wonder that 
our literature and our stage are objects of 
scorn and cisrespect. 

We hope these Irish players wil! come year 
after year, never once forgetting that they 
have a mission to perform ifn America, to 
pring art to our stage and inspiration to our 
writers.

Guilt on All Articles Regarding 
Conduct in Last Post

This article was adopted by a vote of 66 
to 6. 

“ Article XTIIL—That while serving as Dis- 
trict and Circuit judge Archbalkd sought

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D. Woodward, general attorney for the Le- 
high Valley railroad company, a jury com- 
migsioner, and that Woodward held this of- 
fice during all the time Archbald served as 
United States District judge.” 

This article was not sustained, by a vote of 
19 to 46. 


Politics Playe No Part. 

Politics did not enter into the judgment 
rendered by the senate upon Judge Archbald. 
Republicans, Democrats, and Progressives 
apparently took no heed of party or party 
interests, but cast their votes on the evidence 
as they understood it. For example, on the 
first article only five of those voting found 
Archbald not guilty, and of these four were 
old line Republicans and one an old lMne 
Democrat, While those voting guilty, the old 
guard Republicansand old guard Democrats, 
took the same view as the progressive Re- 
publicans and progressive Democrats and the 
two Progressive senators, Dixon and Poin- 
dexter. 

On the second article, progressive Demo- 
crats like Chamberlain, Gore, and Hitchcock 
voted with Crane, Gallinger, and Smoot for 
the respondent. The same situation devel- 
oped with respect to the other articles. Sen- 
ator Cullom found the judge guilty on articles 
I., U., IU, V., TX., and XIII., and not guilty 
on articles IV., VI., VIL, VIII, X., XI, and 
XTEI. 

Senators Cummins and Kenyon of Iowa 
voted against Archbald on every article ex- 
cept VI., X., and XI., and on articles VIII. 
and IX. Cummins voted not guitly and 
Kenyon guilty. 

Senator Kern of Indiana asked to be ex- 
cused from voting because he had not heard 
the evidence, due to his.absence in Indian- 
apolis in connection with the dynamiters’ 
trial

Questioned by Astor. 

The case was also taken up in the house of 
commons this afternoon when Waldorf Astor, 
Unionist, for Plymouth, urged Home Secre- 
tary McKenna to explain why he refused to 
permit Williams to marry his sweetheart so 
their child could have a legitimate birth. 

In reply Mr. McKenna justified himself on 
the ground of precedent and the fact that 
the marriage would probably have been pre- 
vented,by Mr. Seymour, who was the chief 
witness for the prosecution, and who was 
being called to testify at the hearing of the 
appeal 


Moreover, he said, the marriage would have | 


introduced into the case an element likely to 
excite strong expressions of sentiment not 
bearing on the prisoner's culpability, and 
therefore it was not to the public interest to 
allow the marriage. 

Sir William P. Byles, a member of the 
house, thereupon interjected “ a brutal deci- 
sion,”” but the matter was not carried any 
further. 


Anxious to Wed Convicted Man. 

Miss Seymour gave birth toa girl on Dec. 
29) and at that time said she was anxious 
to marry the convicted man, as Williams 
was the only man she ever loved. 

A few days later it appeared that there 
was more in the murderer's trial than ap- 
peared on the surface. The man’s real name, 
{tis known, is not Williams, and two of the 
men who testified against him did so under 
assumed names.

Powers Work for Peace. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—Sir Edward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, and the ambasse- 
dors of the powers are making valiant efforts 
to bring about a settlement between Turkey 
and the Balkan allies in the direction of 
peace. 

They have had additional interviews with 
Dr. Daneff and Rechad Pasha, heads of the 
Bulgarian and Turkish delegates respective- 
ly, advising moderation on both sides and 
warning them'that either party, if through 
obstinacy it should plunge Europe into war 
again, would incur a heavy weight of disap- 
proval. 


Plan to Overcome Turk Protests.

Previous to the attack on Casas Grandes, 
the largest town in the district southwest of 
this point, the rebels are given official! credit 
for the rout near Madera of Gen .José de la 
Luz Blanco’s command and the capture and 
execution of De la Luz Blanco, a former 
ineurrecto leader.

In hearing the case Judge Graham ruled out 
as irrelevant all references to the ecclesiastical 
phases of the case The dispute between the 
two churches, he said, was a question of prop- 
erty rights which could only be settled by the 
civil courts. 

The claim es urged by the Marie church was 
based upon the decision of the general confer- 
ence of the Methodist denomination that the 
fund by which the Marie churoh was built was 
a trust fund and that therefore the property 
rightfully belonged to Marie.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—Free rough 

end dressed lumber, hewn and squared tim-
